ENTERTAINING ; 

Most of us enjoy hav- 
ing family and friends 
over for dinners and par- 
ties, But kitchen work 
for these gatherings often 
keeps you from spending 
time with your guests.

Serving dishes, silver-

FABRIC CARE 

Polester materials are 
in the swing of fashion 
the yar around. A fan- 
tastic variety of fibers, 
textures, colors, weights, 
and patterns are avail- 
able in polyesters, They 
are strong, resistant to 
stretching and shrinking, 
and wrinkle resistant. But 
many of us don’t really 
tunderstand how ‘to care 
‘for: the new polyesters, 


Deliwate items should 
be washed by hand in 
warm water with soap 
or detergent and rinsed 
thoroughly in warm wa- 
ter. Gently squeeze out 
the water, or let it drain 
out of the garment into 
the sink, smooth or shake 
the garment and let it 
dry on a rust - proof 
hanger, ‘ 

Most items made of 
polyester can be machine 
washed, Use warm wa- 
ter and add a fabric soft- 
ener to the final rinso 
cycle, If the garments 
are machine dryable, dry 
them at a low tempera- 
ture setting and remove 
the articles from the dry- 
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er as soon as the tum- 
bling cycle is completed, 
If ironing is needed, use 
a moderately warm iron, 
Never use a hot iron on 
polyester, 

Some polyester items 
should be washedinwarm 
water and rinsed incold 
water, If some wrinkles 
appear, dip rinse the 
garment in warm water 
to relax the wrinkles and 
hang it up to drip dry, 

Remember that the 
surest way to know how 
to care for an item is 
to check the  hangtag 
or fabric bolt for wash- 
ing instructions, Soon, 
care labels will be per- 
manently attached to all 
wearing apparel.  |_ook

INCOME TAX 


Alabama students who 
work may be exemptfrom 
Federal income tax with- 
holding on their wages 
this year if they notify 
their employers, the In-

Those who did not owe 
any tax last year and ex- 
pect to owe none in the 
current year should so 
certify to their employer, 
the IRS said.

Students who qualify for 
exemption from withhold- 
ing should fill in and sub- 
mit a Withholding Exem- 
ption Certificate (Form 
W-4E) to their employ- 
er.

KNOWING AND DOING 


The foods you eat are more 
important to your health than 
the facts you know about nutri- 
tion. What you know may — or 
May not — influence what you 
eat, but what you eat does in- 
fluence how you feel and what 
you can do. 

I am indebted to the highly 
respected nutritionist and writer, 
D>. Ruth M. Leverton, for the 
, foregoing expression of a thought 


professions. But few of us say it 
as well as does Dr. Leverton. 

So, tell me. Do you practice 
what you know when it comes to 
eating? 


Cardinal Rules 

First off, all of us know, I 
think, that proper diet and ade- 
quate rest are cardinal rules for 
good health. Thus these factors 
are primary influences on how 
well we are able to de what we 
do, But can you say that you are 
eating proper meals and getting 
enough sleep? As a physician I 
can tell you that many people 
cannot answer that question with 
a “yes,” 

If you are overweight, you are 
not getting a proper diet. You 
nay be getting a wide variety of 
foods and through them the nu- 
trients you need. But you also 
are eating too much. Right? 

And strictly on a calorie basis, 
how can you tell if you are get- 
ting enough calories. Your weight 
is) a good guide. If you weigh 
at@ut what your doctor (or 


weight tables) say you should, 
you are getting enough calories, 


But even then, your diet may not 
be adequate in terms of nutrients, 
You could be, for example, short 
in vitamin A, or iron, or cdlcium, 
or whatever. Right? 

People often wonder, accord- 
ing to Dr. Leverton, whether fat- 
ness and thinness are affected by 
factors other than calories con- 
sumed and body activity. “A per- 
son's body build, such as ‘square- 
ness’ and ‘longness’, is inherited,” 
she says. “Moreover, to some ex- 
tent the amount of energy a per- 
son needs for metabolic proces- 
ses—the work of the heart, lungs, 
and other organs, and the main- 
tenance of muscle tone—is also 
inherited. Unfortunately, many 
people, both fat and thin, exag- 
gerate or distort this fact as a 
means of disclaiming personal 
responsibility for healthful weight 
control.” 

I agree heartily. It’s not enough 
to vesign yourself to being over- 
weight just because your parents 
were. You may have a more 
‘square’ build, but you need not 
necessarily be obese. 


Crash Diets 

Crash diets usually are nutri- 
tionally poor. They also do noth- 
ing to correct the basic habit of 
overeating. And on again-off-again 
dieting probably leads to a short- 
er life. This at least was shown 
in research with a strain of dia- 
betic mice. But maintenance of 
ideal weight increased life span. 

So these are some of the things 
you and I know. Do you follow 
the sense of such information 
when you eat?

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Social Security Requirements Listed 
For People Reaching 65 this Year 


Most men who reach age 
65 in 1972 can collect 
monthly social security 
checks if they have worked 
as little as 5% years in 
jobs covered by social secur- 
ity. Women who reach 65 in 
1972 generally can get 
monthly retirement checks 
after only 4% years or more 
of work. 

“You earn social security 
retirement payments by 
credit for work you've done 
beginning in 1987, the year 
social security started,” a 
social security spokesman 
said. “To be eligible for re- 
tirement benefits, a man 
needs “% of a year more 
work credit than a woman,” 
he said, 


Social security work 
credit is measured in calen- 
dar quarters — January- 
March, April-June, July- 


September, or October-De- 
cember. 

Most employees get credit 
for a quarter of work if they 
are paid $50 or more any- 
time in that quarter for 
work covered by social 
security, the spokesman 
said. Most self-employed 
people get social security 
credit for.4 quarters in any

“To be eligible for social 
security retirement bene- 
fits,” the spokesman said, “a 
man needs, at a minimum, 
quarters of work credit 
equal to the number of 
years between 1950 and the 
year he reaches 65. So, if he 
reaches 65 in 1972, he needs 
at least 21 quarters of work 
credit—or 5% years.” 

A woman who reaches 65 
in 1972 is eligible for retire- 
ment benefits if she has at 
least 18 quarters of social 
Security work credit—4% 
years, 

Eligible workers can be- 
gin collecting their full so- 
cial security retirement 
benefits at 65 or reduced 
benefits at 62. Wives, young 
children, and dependent 
husbands can also. get 
monthly social security pay- 
ments based on the worker's 
benefit, the spokesman said, 

“Quarters of work credit 
help to determine your eligi- 
bility for social security re- 
tirement benefits—but they 
do not affect the amount of 
your monthly check,” the 
spokesman said.

day or around $21 billion 
a year, This is more 
per year than the yearly 
cost tO our country of fight- 
ing World War I, 

Three decades ago, in 
1941, Congress set out to 
control Federal spending 
by imposing an over-all 
limit on the national debt, 
The first ceiling was aim- 
ed at Franklin D, Roose- 
velt who was thought at 
that time to be a big sp- 
ender, but would be con- 
sidered a piker today, In 


_ the 1930's the total bud- 


get for everything the fed- 
eral government spent was 
some $7 billion, which is 
a third of what we now 
pay in interst alone each 
year. 

Since 1941 federal spend- 
ing has soared more than 
1500 percent, Debt has 


in a year, 

The federal budget has 
shown a deficit every year 
since 1961, and this string 
of budget deficits will be 
capped this year by an 
unbelievable $45 to $50 bil- 
lion deficit, 

Those who must bear the 
responsibility for this 
sorry record-- and the 
Congress must accept a 
major share of that respon- 
sibility--cannot blame the 
high cost of national de- 
fense or the Vietnam war 
alone, The facts are that 
it is also the tremendous 
increase in the expendi- 
tures of the government 
for domestic-civilian pro- 
grams which has built up 
this hege debt and re- 
quires the Congress re- 
peatedly to raise the debt 
limit, 

The whole idea of set- 
ting up a budget for gov- 
vernment is to set a H- 
mit on spending, and this 
limit should be no more 
than anticipated income, 
Since our economy is based 
partially on faith in our 
government, we have, 
throughout the years, gi- 
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ven some flexibility tofed- 
eral budgeting by estab- 
lishing a ceiling on-the 
amount of debt that will 
be allowed, 

In the face of Presiden- 
tial requests for a record 
$246,3 billion budget and 
a $50 billion increase in 
the national debt ceiling. 
the national debt ceiling, 
I am co-sponsoring a Sen- 
ate bill that would bind 
both the Executive Branch 
and Congress to an air- 
tight ceiling on all expen- 
ditures, 

For years, we have we 
have seen presstres re- 
sult in expensive new pro- 
grams, increases in old 
programs, and built-in in- 
creases in fixed costs to 
take care of inflationary 
spirals, all of which lead 
to runaway spending. By

Forced busing not only 
has a detrimental effect 
on children who are taken 
from their familar envir- 
onment, where they have 
established good friends, 
but it is most expensive 
to maintain a massive bus- 
ing system. [Education 
costs are rising fast en- 
ough, so why should we 
accelerate those costs by 
instituting and maintain- 
ing massive forced busing 
systems that the parents 
and children do not want 
in the first place? 

As parents, we are con- 
cerned about our child- 
ren’s education, We want 
the best education avail- 
able for them, but at the 
same time, we want our 
right the constitution, free- 
dom of choice, the law 
of the land, Under the 
forced busing system, if 
a child chooses to go to 
a school two blocks from 
his home, he may be den- 
ied that right and be bus- 
ed 20 miles to another 
school, 

We must secure for all 
the citizens of the United 
States their inalienable 
right--freedom of choice. 
Forced busing is not the 
answer to quality educa- 
tion for all Americans,

ABOUT OUR TEENS

ij You have probably made or heard the statement, 
Teen-agers have certainly changed since the time 
I was growing up.’’ On the other hand parents 
and adults have changed, in many instances, as much 
if not more, than teen-agers have changed, This 
is one of the reasons I obtained this series of art- 
icles for publication in an effort to communicate 
with as many parents as possible. The title of this 
series could just as easily be changed to “Let's 
Welk About Parents,’’ : 


"Dig" Thar Crazy Music 

I hope all the followers of this column will excuse the use 
of the ‘mod’ term'‘in today’s tile, but I felt I had to use it to 
get myself in the mood to talk about this subject. 

First of all you're going to want to know what possible asso- 
ciation there might be between teenage music and law enforce- 
ment. In law enforcement there is a “thing" called disturbing 
the peace. I think every officer, sometime in his career, has 
been on a call resulting from a complaint from a neighbor of a 
person who is making too much noise, usually late at night. 
Often these calis involve record players being turned up too 
loud and frequently it is found that the “culprit” is a teenager 
listening to his type of music and wanting to share it with neigh- 
bors as far away as possible. Many times we find that the teen’s 
Parents are away from home. To understand this one must first 
accept the fact that, in order for a teen to appreciate music 
of any kind the volume must be turned up as high as it will 
go... until the windows rattle . . . the doors vibrate... and 
the neighbors are driven “up the wall.” 

To most parents the modern music popular among our teens 
{s not dissimilar in its effect on our personal tranquility than 
a large dose of cathartic taken on an empty stomach two hours 
before church! 

Somewhere around the time a youngster turns 13 he is usu- 
ally attacked by some strange music ‘'bug.’’ Once so attacked 
he is privileged to enjoy a type of music dating back to the 
stone age when men beat on rocks with sticks to make some 
kind of noise to break the silence, It should be remembered 
that, at this point in a child's life, he is trying to break the 
home ties subconsciously. And, at this time I suppose, if his 
parents show outward signs of disgust for his new found enter- 
tainment, he makes his first mental break-away from parental 
control. If his parent’s dislike the type of music he likes he 
finds a measure of identity with others who like the things that 
he likes, including music, To this I say FINE... the new teen 
needs to find certain identity out away from mom and dad, a 
little at a time, as he can handle it. Some parents get into a 
big squabble with the teen about his type of music and many 
even forbid it being played in the home while parents are pres- 
ent. I’d like to say ahmen to this, but I can’t. I actually think 
if parents can learn to tolerate the teen music our teens will 
spend more time at home, bring friends to the home more often, 
and generally feel more ‘at home” in the home. You and I 


both know this should lead only to a better relationship with the 4 


teen during his difficult to-zet-along-with years, 

Now, as to control of music volume in the home, which 
seems to be the main factor in the parent-teen uproar over 
music, I feel that the teen should learn right from the begin- 
ning that his music cannot dominate the entire household. In 
short, if he learns that the volume must be kept at what the 
rest of the family feels is normal level, then he will enjoy the 
privileges of the music he likes. If he insists on turning it up 
until it fills the entire house and it drives adults crazy, then 
perhaps a week without music privilege will instill in his mind 
that normal level means NORMAL LEVEL. Also, the teen should 
learn that when mom and dad leave to go out this is not a 
signal that all rules do not apply for that period of time. If 
this department has to come out to tell him to turn his music 
down it will be no laughing matter, I can assure him 

Tt would seem, after all, that control of teen music habits 
is just like everything else in raising teens; the rule must be 
made and the teen must be made to understand the rule must 
be followed, no matter how many times you have to go over it. 
Violations of rules should carry a punishment because that is 
the way a person learns that rules MUST be followed. 

We in this department want you to know that we appre- 
ciate what you are going through while raising your teens and 
we will always help make your job easier whenever we can.

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New School Bus Policies Released By Schools 


Effective with the be- 
ginning of the 1972-1973 
school year the Coffee 
County School busses will 
be observing some new 
boundaries and policies 
for picking up students 
for the three different 
school systems in the 
County, Some areas pre- 
sently sending students 
on busses to Elba will 
be forced to use their 
own transportation or at- 
tend the county school 
in their area, Conversly, 
County busses will no lo- 
nger pick up students in 
the city of Elba and tr- 
ansport them to County 
Schools. 

In a news release on 
fuly 30, 1971, the Coffee 
Gounty Board of Educa- 
tion stated that due to 
lack of funds provided for 
transportation and fol- 
owing a number of unsuc- 
cessful appeals to 
the people for help with 
transportation, that begi- 
nning with the 1971-72 
school year the County 
buses would start at the 
city limits of Klba and 
Enterprise and transport 
students only to the Co- 
ffee County Schools, 

After several meetings 
of the three school sys- 
tems, along with the Co- 
ffee County Commission- 
ers an agreement was 
reached to continue op- 
erating the buses the 
same for the 1971-72 sc- 
hool year as in the past 
years andthe three school 
systems would get toge- 
ther after January 1, 
1972, and-work out a sys- 
tm that would reduce the 
cost of school bus tran- 
sportation in Coffee Cou- 
nty. 

On February 7, 1972, 
the three schools met and 
agreed to make a pupil 
survey of each bus route 
in their respective sys- 
tem inorder that all over- 
lapping of bus routes cou- 
le be eliminated and and 
the re-routing of buses, 
so that all school child- 
ren in the entire County 
might be transported at 
a more economical cost 
to the Coffee County Sch- 
ool system, On.March 
9, 1972, the Elba City 
Board of Education met 
with the Coffee County 
Board of Education and 
the following boundaries 
were agreed on for the 
1972-73 School year
